According to the information given | 
Stephens by a purchaser, an agent | 
sells prospects receipts for barrelled | 
whisky which is supposed to be stored 
in bonded warehouses. 

The customer is advised that the 
price of the liquor is going up and 
that he will make a handsome profit 
on his investment if he will hold the 
receipt for perhaps a year and then | 
resell, | 

The agent explains to the customer) 
that the whisky deal is perfectly legal | 
in dry Georgia, because the ware-| 
howell are located in wet states and | 
the actual liquor never goes through | 
the customer’s hands at all. All he | 
does is purchase the receipt and re-| 
sell it at a higher price. 

“But,” said Stephens, “we are in-| 
formed that in these ‘racket’ cases, | 
there are frequently no such ware-| 
houses and in other instances the firm | 
which is named on the receipt is be-| 
ing made an innocent accomplice. 

“We have not vet thoroughly gone 
into this racket, but we are going to}

Comprehensive Business Survey 


Will Be Made by U.S. Next Year’ 


A census of business, comparable 
to those made by the Bureau of Cen- 
sus for the years 1929 and 1933, will 
be taken in 1936 covering the business 
activity for the year 1935, it was an- 
nounceg yesterday. Basic statistical 


data Will be obtained largely through 
a field canvass starting January 2,} 
with enumerators covering the entire 
country, under supervision of the field 
organization of the census bureau. . 

This census will enumerate types 
and kinds of business on an establish- 
ment basis, it was said. It will fur- 
nish such facts as yolume of business 
for_1935, express.d in terms of func- 
tional classes: and comparably _ar- 
ranged; pay rolls, or purchasing pow- 
er in the form of wages and salaries 
added to each community by business 
concerns operating there. 

In addition to giving such details | 
as the location and legal form of busi- | 
ness, the, census also will present the |

volume, expenses, personnel and pay 


rolls of businesses by. states, cities and | 
counties. | 

Scope of the census will include re- | 
tail trade, wholesale trade, hotels, | 
amusement concerns, insurance broker | 
or agent, distribution of manufactur- | 
ers’ sales, construgtion, truck and/| 
warehousing, banking, bus transporta- | 
tion, business services, operation of | 
non-residential buildings, broadcasting | 
and advertising agencies. | 

Preliminary -but complete reports, | 
by states, will be released as rapidly 
as completed, beginning about July 
1,°1936. County and city reports in 
final form and kind-of-business reports 
will follow.

Cotton Crop Up. 

The national cotton crop was esti- 
mated 323,000 bales off the previous 
month’s estimate, but 1,505,000 above 
1934 produtcion. : 

In department stores located in 25 
cities of the district, October sales 
were reported increased 24.2 per cent 
above September. Stocks were in- 
creased and collections improved. 

During October, the report showed, 
the value of buildings for which per- 
mits were issued in 20 reporting cities 
of the district increased 14.4 per cent 
over the September total and exceed- 
ed that of October, 1934, by 63.9 per 
cent, 

Cotton consumption by American 
mills was greater in October than in 
any other month since August, 1933. 
Cotton exports showed a substantial 
seasonal increase. 

Naval stores receipts showed small 
increases for both turpentine and 
rosin at three principal markets of 
the district in October over Septem- 
ber. 

Building on Boom. 

One of the most significant develop- 
ments of the year so far has been 
the sharp jump in value of private 
building projects. This is in addition 
to the numerous’ works projects 
financed in whole or in.part by the 
federal government which are at the 
greatest peak the state has ever 
known. ; 

From Atlanta, the largest city in 


the state, and from the tiny cross- 
roads towns as well come reports of 
unusual building activity. 

Gainesville, prosperous northeast 
Georgia city, recently reported the 
biggest building boom in years. A 
like report came from Rome, where 
private building for the first ten 
months of 1935 was 60 per cent above 
the 1934 figure. Similar reports have 
come from south, middle, southeast 
and other sections of the state. 

Several weeks ago some merchants 
in larger cities of the state said fall 
sales were not quite up to their ex- 
pectations, but added that much great- 
er stocks had been laid in, and that 
prolonged warm weather had discour- 
aged buying of winter goods.

ICE, HOT AS FIRE, 
HEAVY AS LEAD 


New Dense ‘Sabstance Will 
Even Scratch Steel, Like 


Diamond. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 30.—(4)—'The 
molecular structure of ice so “heavy” 
it sinks like iron in water was de- 
scribed today at the closing sessfon of 
the American Physical Society. 

Dr. Donald L. MecFarlan, of Har- 
ivard University, said ice IL was 
one of five new types, stranger than 
any forms of water in nature, pro- 
duced in the physics laboratory of Dr. 


P. W. Bridgman, at Cambridge, Mass. | 


Another type is known as “hot” 
ice because its melting point is hizh- 
er than the boiling point of water. 
It is so hard it will scratch steel, 
and a cube of it dropped into boiling 
' water would not melt. 

Dr. McFarlan: explained that ice 
Il is made under phenomenally 
high pressure from either water 
ordinary ice. It differs from the 
ter in that ifs molecules are crushed 
together, just rubber balls might 
be squeezed together and into air 
spaces surrounding them if subjected 
to moderate pressure. 

A pressure of 45,000 pounds per 
syuare inch, equal to the weight of 
2,104) atmospheres, was used in mak- 
ing ice JI, and pressures many 
heavier for the other four types. 
nsed in producing ice IT 
is equal to that whieh would be found 
at hottom of a glacier 13 miles 
deep, which is not found on the earth 
at present, Dr. MeFarlan said. 

ixplaining that his part of the 
work is in making X-ray diffraction 
pictures of the new ices, Dr. McFar- 
lan said ice I] ,will revert to ordi- 
nary ice within 12 seconds if exposed 
at room temperature, expanding by 
about 28 per cent as the molecules 
resume their normal relationships. 

The high pressure work has little 
or no practical application at present, 
he added. but is far from being just 
a scientific curiosity since through it 
scientists expect to learn more about 
the structure of matter.

Frankly admitting the difficulties con- | 


fronting them, AAA officials today set 


about launching one of the most con- | 


troverted of the government's crop reg- | 
ulation programs—tax control of po-| 


tato production. 

Under the potato act passed by the 
last congress, any person who buys 
vr selis potatoes dug after midnight 
tonight, which do not bear a govern- 
ment stamp, will be liable for a fine 
of 31,000, 

The AAA has fixed a national! tax- 
exempt sales allotment of 226,600,000 
bushels, equivalent of the average an- 
nual sale of potatoes during the five 
years 1929-1933. 

A tax of three-fourths of a cent 
a pound must be paid on all potatoes 
sold in excess of the allotment. State 
quotas have heen assigned and the 
: AAA said individual allotments were 

being made as rapidly as possible in 
Florida, Louisiana, Texas and Califor- 


nia. 
Small Grower Exempt. 

The first 

law are expected to be harvested 
in December. 

Growers who wish to sell potatoes 
are expected to apply to county com- 
mittees for allotments. The AAA said 
all growers whose’ records showed 
their average annual sales did not ex- 
ceed OO bushels would receive an auto- 
matic allotment to equal the annual 
average. Growers who expect to sell 
more than 50 bushels must have the 


allotments approved and adjusted by | 


the eounty and state committees. 

Tax-exemption stamps will be issued 
through county agents to growers to 
cover the amount of the allotments. 
These stamps, gray and white in col- 
or and the same size as an ordinary 
three-cent postage stamp, must be at- 
tacked to packages of potatoes which 
are sold. 

To Seek Modification. 

Quantities of these stamps have been 
sent to the four early producing states 
where grower allotments are heing 
mace, 

Tax-paid stamps will be placed on 
gale at all postoffices and internal 
revenue offices, These stamps will be 
for growers who wish sell more 
than allotments, or who did not 
ask for an allotment. The tax-paid 
stamps are the size of a special de- 
livery postage stamp, and are avail- 
able in 12 denominations, ranging 
from “hree-fourths of a cent for one 
pound to $1.50 for 200 pounds. 

AAA officials have indicated they 
will ask eongresa in January to modify 
some portions of the law, including 
the provision which makes a purchaser 
of unstamped potatoes liable for the 
heavy penalty.

During this ini- 
tial period of his work with the pov- 
erty-ridden throngs of Japan, Kagawa 
suffered many persecutions, imprison- 
ments and a serious illness which not 
only threatened his [fifé, but perma- 
nently impaired his eyesight. But he 
fought on and on, single-handed, de- 
claring his belief in the eternal rights 
of human personality. 

He preached everywhere the doc- 
trine of personal purity and the prin- 
ciple of love as the one and only basis 
of human happiness and the stability 


of civilization. “If we do not discount |. 


the gospel of Jesus Christ, but take 
it seriously and live it adventurously, 
we will be able to do far more than 
we dream of doing in building a bet- 
ter world,” declared Kagawa. He led 
in the organization of the Japan Fed- 
eration of Labor, the Japan Peasants’ 
Union, and in 1929 organized the 
Kingdom of God Movement.

for such familiar republican figures as Herbert, 
Hoover, Senator William E. Borah, Colonel Theo-| 
dore Roosevelt Jr. and Ogden Mills. Other rela- 
tive newcomers as presidential possibilities, Sena- | 
tors Vandenberg and Dickinson, divide the re- 
mainder between them. 

The weekly poll cannot predict which of these 
men will be nominated by the party delegates | 
meeting in convention next June, nor whether 
any of them will be nominated. Many republicans 
predict that Hoover—because of his defeat in 1928—and Borah—be- 
cause of his age and his political scars—will be active as candidate- 
makers rather than as candidates themselves.

On polls conducted by the American Institute of Public Opinioa, 
from 100,000 to 200,000 ballots are normally distributed to the voters 
by mail and by personal interviewers. Each state receives ballots in pro- 
portion to its population. In addition, correct proportions are main- 
tained among the number of citizens in each income group, including 
citizens on relief. If the American Institute of Public Opinion had 
buried the country under a blanket of millions of ballots, it could not 
report results substantially different from those reported today.

Fine Market for Yellow 
Corn Exists in Georgia 


_ By G. F. HUNNICUTT. 

_ Since the Bankhead bill has put a 
limit upon the cotton crop, it has be- 
come necessary for our Georgia farm- 
ers to produce more food crops. It 
is very important that our farmers 
should learn just what the market de- 
mands, and the article which will 
bring the best price. 

This year Georgia has been blessed 
with a good corn crop, and the conse- 
quence is the demand ig limited and 
the price is low. This is the first 
time that I have ever known when 
corn was selling here in Atlanta 
cheaper than upon the Chicago mar- 
ket. In my effort to sell corn for the 
South Georgia farmers, I found that 
there was a large demand for yellow 
corn to be manufactured into poultry 
feed. Our poultrymen have been 
taught that yellow corn has a larger 
per cent of the vitamin in it that goes 


to produce eggs than the white yva-' 


riety. One feed mill here told me, 
that they were compelled to send thou- 
sands of dollars north to secure yellow 
corn when they would prefer to buy 
it from Georgia farmers. 


Since the automobile has taken the 
place of horses the demand for corn 
has been cut, but the demand for poul- 
try feed is as great as ever. ‘The 
feed mills here not only want yellow 
corn, but they are willing to pay a 
premium to five cents a bushel over 
the price of white corn, so it is up 
to a good many of our farmers who 
stow corn for the market to plant the 
yellow variety. 


think one reason why so little 
yellow corn is planted is because the | 
prolific varieties of white corn make 
a larger yield. What up-to-date farm-. 
ers should do is to get some good | 
yellow corn and cross it with some | 
good prolific white corn and produce | 
a variety of yellow corn that will | 
make a large yield per acre.

This nitrogen-fixing bacteria 
will assist you in finding an extra 
short route to sweet pea success, The 
inoculation will “fix” the colors in 
the sweet peas and by causing the 
plant to make large deposits of ni- 
trogenous nodules on the roots, cause 
a heavier, better growth. 

Experience has shown that for best 
results the seed should be planted 
in a layer of sand, covering them 
about one or two inches, and thor- 
oughly settling them down with a. good 
soaking. It has also been suggested 
that two rows of sweet peas be plant- 
ed in the trench! On row of the 
early winter flowering and the other 
the regular Spencer sweet peas. These 
early flowering sweet peas will start 
to flower about one week or 10 days 
ahead of the Spencers. ‘This combi- 
nation of the two best varieties will 
prolong the blooming period by at 
least 50 per cent. These two rows 


| may be spaced apart about six inches, 
| the idea_ being to erect the trellis in 


such a position that one row of peas 
will grow mostly on one side of the 
trellis and the other row on the other 
side of the trellis. 


As the young plants begin to grow 
through the soil, cover them with 
earth every five or 10 days, particue 
larly in cold weather. Keep this 
up until the trench becomes level with 
the ground. By following this very 


simple method you will obtain long, 


deep roots so necessary in the prop- 
er raising of sweet peas. When the 
plants have made four or five joints, 
cut them back to within. one or two 
joints of the ground. This gives a 


| healthier and more stocky plant. 


During the blooming period, a plen- 
tiful supply of moisture is quite nee 
eessary as these plants are heary 
drinkers. At this same

When that 
time comes, motor energy for cars and 
airplanes will be taken from the air 
as we skim along at a speed of a 
thousand miles an hour. 

“Some day, a balanced meal may 
he as a small pellet and if one 
desires to work 24 hours a day it will 
only be necessary to take a vitamin 
combination and we can do without 
sleep.

Sylvia Sidney Lives Among the Souvenirs of a Stage 
and Screen Career Which Started With 


a Broken Mirror.

YLVIA SIDNEY is Hollywood’s most 
avid collector of sentiment—a saver of 
y souvenirs, a dyed-in-the-wool sentimen- 
talist—and proud of it. Each and every 
souvenir, from the humblest relic to her most 
expensive gift, has become an index to her 
life story. Each of them represents a love- 
ly sentiment, and by each of them she can 
recall vividly eVery by-road and turn in her 
career. : 


A battered silver mug, a headless doll, 
frayed and yellowed theater programs, a host 
of indescribable bric-a-brac conjuring visions 
of trash baskets rather than a privileged 
portion-of her lovely Malibu Beach home— 
there they are, most of them mellowed by 
time; a mere fraction of her huge collec- 
tion, which gathers pell-mell into four large 
crates. 


“Most women,” explained Sylvia, “live for 
and by their past. It is something vivid 
and alive to them. And to many of them, 
it is part of them as much as the present. 
I can understand why women go through 
life cherishing memories that recall ro- 
mance. However, my souvenirs are keep- 
sakes of the eventful incidents of my life, 
rather than romantic reminders.” 


Sylvia’s mother started her off on her col- 
lecting spree at the age of one year and a 
half. She started with the silver mug from 
which Sylvia, as a baby, drank. Three years 
later a bedraggled and headless doll was 
added to the mug by Sylvia herself. 


Then, at the impressive age of 11, she 
acquired her first beau, and in true gallant 
fashion—-much after the style of current 
movie heroes—he presented her with a brass 
necklace. But the constant effort and ne- 
cessity of keeping her neck clean finally 
colled her ardor,for the donor and his gift. 
Thereupon the discolored and unwanted 
necklace took its place with the battered 
mug and headless doll. 

High school programs, dancing bids, « dress 
collar and a varied assortment of Christmas 
and Valentine cards, helped clutter up her 
trunk and keep her busy for some years 
thereafter until the incident which gave her 
one of her most treasured keepsakes, the 
incident whereby Sylvia’s mother discovered 
“histrionic fever” breaking out all over her 
daughter. 

Stepping into Sylvia's room one day, Mrs. 
Sidney found her daughter rigged up in an 
evening gown, fur and hat going through a 
looking-glass scene with an imaginary hero. 
For Sylvia it was an opportunity, indeed! 
Striking a pose, she launched into a speech 
on why she should attend a dramatic school. 
Swinging majestically around to give empha- 
sis to her words, she knocked down the mir- 
ror. A very bewildered mother walked 
downstairs, muttering to herself. But the 
dramatic speech was not in vain. Not long 
after that, Sylvia was enrolled in the Thea- 
ter Guild school. 

In ‘Hollywood, years later, she had a frag- 
ment of the old looking-glass framed into 
an exquisite carved hand mirror as a me- 
mento of that grand accident. 

Ready to graduate from the Theater Guild 
school, Sylvia won the lead in the class play, 
“Prunella.” As a souvenir of that occasion, 
she has the dress worn by Marguerite Clark 
(who was Prunella on the Broadway stage). 
It was given to her by Marguerite at the 
close of Sylvia's performance in “Good 
Dame,” filmed on the Paramount lot. 

As Sylvia Sidney showed me through her 
startling collection in her Malibu home, I 
stopped her to ask about an odd-lookinz 
piece of tinfoil. It turned out to be the 
foil from the corsage that was given to her 
by her first stage-door admirer, but it was 
more significant than merely that. It mark- 
ed the beginning of her professional career. 

After many weary months of pounding the 
unyielding pavements of Broadway, Sylvia 
was given a small part in “Challenger of 
Youth.”

“We are having Sunday morning 
breakfast in the garden about 12,” the 
voice will be saying. “There will be 
music. It is entirely informal, and if 
you care to bring along a friend or two, 
we shall be glad to see them.” Robin- 
son invitations bear no crests, seals, nor 
are they embossed on parchment. Some- 
times he doesn’t know he is going to 
have a party, until he meets some of 
his and his wife’s acquaintances at the 
Hollywood Bowl, at a play or a con- 
cert, and invites them to come along 
to his house afterward. 

At the Robinson home on Sunday 
morning, birds are singing, flowers are 
blooming and the trees are stately and 
green in the garden.

They are preparing a 
breakfast of ham and eggs, bacon, little 
pig sausages, waffles, hot cakes, toast.

and his guests. . 

His is the magic faculty which make 
the most-gifted guest feel as if he lives 
only to give happiness to others. Rob- 
inson feels that way himself and com- 
municates it to everybody around him. 
The ritziest and most snobbish climb 
off their exclusive and expensive pedes- 
tals when he is with them. 

Although he lives in a splendid Tudor 
house, it is a home. His wife sees to 
that. The rooms are spacious and the 
atmosphere is simple. gentle, home-like. 
There is no attempt at swank, no effort 
to impress. 

“Don't be afraid to set your glass 
down anywhere,” invites the host. “All 
these tables are built to take it.

colony I have heard comment after com- 
ment about Edward G. Robinson’s art 
collection. The other day Mr. Robinson 
invited me out to see it. “Don’t expect 
too much,” he cautioned. “Remember 
I’m no J. P. Morgan.” 

_ Expecting to see his collection hung in 
a museum-like room. I was surprised to 
discover it scattered all over the house 
and scattered so successfully that it bears 
no resemblance to the average meaning ot 
the term. “art collection.”

Paintings are illuminated indirectly and 
only when. being exhibited. Otherwise 
the daylight and usual electricity in the 
evening bring out their mellow qualities. 

Although he has gone in rather strongly 
for the moderns, Mr. Robinson has stuck 
to no particular period or school. He 
has one or two Renaissance paintings and 
one or two by Flemish artists. 

He has two or three Picassos, a Ce- 
zanne, a Pizarro or two, “Ba Place de la 
Trinitie,” by Pierre August Renoir, a 
Manet. a Monet, Dugas’ “Danseuse au 
Rapoe,” from the first Dugas sale in 
1919; “The Hillside,” by George Bellows, 
two Vincent Van Goghs, and many 
others. 

“Van Gogh comes high,” smiled Rob- 
inson, “but he is worth it. Perhaps I 
have been unusually interested in his 
work hecause I have just been reading 
his life. It is the most amazing story I 
have ever read. My artistic tastes are 
often colored by my reading matter.” 


EF pwarp G. ROB- 
INSON may look sinister on the screen, 


but he is thoroughly delightful off. After 
a couple of hours spent in his home, I 
began to feel that his strongest char- 
acteristic might be contained in the term 
“family man.” He is an ardent home 
lover and utterly dependent on his wife. 
Having arrived at the Robinson gardens 
a few moments before him, I was amused 
at the commonplaceness of his first greet- 
ings: 

“Where is Gladys; hasn't she come 
yet?” he inquired in true husband fash- 
ion Without “Gladys,” I can well imag- 
ine he is as helpless as his little son, Ed- 
ward, Jr.. whose nurse brought him in 
from the beach while:l was chatting with 
his father. The little boy is a darling 
child and “Little Caesar” dropped every- 
thing. while his son romped all over his 
new shoes, which attracted his attention 
immediately | 

“Isn't he smart?” asked Robinson as 
the boy trooped off, accompanied by his 
governess. “Husky as a gladiator.” he 
continued. “I'm buying more paintirgs 
for him. Nice for his home when he 
grows up.” 

Robinson has the eyes of a dreamer, 


the head of an intellectual and the mouth 
of a person who loves the good things of 
life. His face is strong, but kindly. 

He is cultured in the best sense of the 
word, but he certainly doesn’t parade the 
fact. He knows books and has scores of 
good ones in his library. He admits to 
reading some of the classics over and 
over and I noticed volumes of Anatole 
France, H. G. Wells, Bernard Shaw. 
Samuel Butler, W. H. Hudson. Feucht- 
wanger, and many famous biographies on 
his shelves. If he goes in for first edi- 
tions or rare bindings they must be kept 


along with his other books, for I eb-’ 


served no special corner devoted to them. 


In my talk with 
him, I noticed he never hesitated to say 
he didn’t know, when he didn’t. Like- 
wise he.refuses to be drawn into an argu- 
ment unless he knows his points He 


has great enthusiasms and a tremendcus 
eagerness when he is interested. On the 
afternoon I was there, friends had sent 
the Robinsons several bouquets. of 
flowers. 

On the piano was a huge bow! of flow- 
ers in the effect of a still life painting. 
Looking at it. Robinson said: “Isn't 
that arrangement striking? Those yellow 
dahlias, the orchids and the rust-colored 
gladiolas are marvelously effective And 
look at those gorgeous’ tiger lilies in the 
reception hall, with the light shining on 
them. Aren't they lovely?” 

Appreciation. That is another char- 
acteristic of Eddie Robinson. 

He admits that he has never heard 
enough music in his life. He has a strong 
liking for Wagner and several of the 
other classical composers. Of the mod- 
erns he enjeys George Gershwin. His 
interest in the Hollywood Bowl. ot which 


‘he and Mrs. Robinson are patrons. is 


well known. Mrs. Robinson. the former 
Gladys Lloyd. stage actress. is a gifted 
pianist and her husband sits entranced 
for hours while she plays. Heifetz seems 
to enjoy playing in- the Robinson atmos- 
phere, as do many other violinists and 
pianists of note. 

Although he is so much the home lover, 
Robinson likes to go out around the 
town, visiting his friends, attending con- 
certs, parties, musicals. He is gregarious 
and with Mrs. Robinson is often seen at 
openings and at dinners and cocktail

parties. They are among the most popu- 
lar guests as well as hosts in the colony. 


LateLy he has 
been reaping new laurels in his character 


as a most colorful bad man, “Louis Cha- 
malis,” boss of the gambling hells of. 
“Barbary Coast.” 

. He spoke of this and other roles in his 
screen career: 

“Any part that has strength as well as 
villainy in it appeals to me,” he said. 
“Obviously I can’t be cast as the hand- 
some. hero—Nature didn’t make me that 
way. 

“*Little Caesar’ happens to a man only 
once in a lifetime. I liked the role in 
‘The Whole Town’s Talking’ and I am 
very much interested in the ‘Barbary 
Coast’ characterization. It isn’t easy to 
find pictures for me. I realize that, and 
often try out roles that are not alfogether 
pleasing to me: I must have practice be- 
fore the camera, otherwise I get very 
skittish. 

“I don’t take my career too seriously, 
I hope. In fact, I want to take life with 
as light a touch as possible. It doesn’t 
pay to grit the teeth and make a fuss 
about it. 

“All I ask is that | may do interesting 
characterizations in interesting pictures. 
I had rather do a less spectacular role in 
a great picture than a conspicuous one 
in a bad one. No one person can carry 
an entire production. It requires a good 
story. a competent cast and a colorful 
background to make it entertaining. I 
don’t care whether the man is supposed 
to be good or bad. but I want him to be 
strong and to require some acting ability 
to make him convincing.” 

Sincerity. This is another of the Rob- 
inson qualities. He is sincere both in his 
real life and in his screen roles. He 
never does things for effect. His sim- 
plicity and earnestness are felt instantly 
whether one knows him off screen or 
views him on. 


His stage career, 


which includes 10 plays with the Thea- 
ter Guild, gives him a certain poise and 
technique very necessary in the present 
era of talking pictures. Such dramatic 
works as “The Man with Red Hair,” 
“The Brothers Karamazof.” “Juarez 
and Maximillian” and “Night Lodging” 
provide him with a background of great 
advantage to him. 

His life, which started in Bucharest, 
Rumania. and which has run through 
many exciting circumstances. helps him 
to understand human nature and inter- 
pret it-on the screen. 

His family migrated to New York. 
Eddie attended the New York public 
schools and took his Master of Arts 
degree at Columbia University 

Once he wanted to become a min- 
ister. In his college days he decided to 
become a lawyer.

Apparatus Is 
Improved

LMOST two years ago, at the 
A Grand National tournament 

conducted by the United 
States Bridge Association, a dream 
of mine was partially realized. Since 
that time I have planned and ex- 
perimented (and devoted more time 
and money than I should like to 
confess) toward its complete fulfill- 
ment. 

I refer to bridge exhibitions for 
the public on a grand scale. 

At the time mentioned apparatus 
was used that left much to ove de- 
sired from a spectator’s viewpoint. 
I realized this, and bewailed the 
fact, but it was the best then de- 
veloped, and | had to accept half 
a loaf. 

The point is that even with an ex- 
hibftion board that was crude and 
unwieldly, the hundred-odd specta- 
tors were thrilled! By means of a 
microphone hung directly over the 
table, in another room they heard 
every bid as well as incidental chat 
ter and byplay of the four master 
players who were battling for the 
championship, and on the screen be- 
fore their eyes they saw every play 
exactly as it was being made. In 
addition, an expert stood beside the 
screen, analyzing and explaining the 
bids and plays and answering such 
questions as were asked. 

Then and there I became unalter 
ably convinced that bridge could 
take its place among great public 
spectacles. The prime ingredient, 
audience enthusiasm, was present; 
all that remained necessary was to 
find a perfect mechanical medium. 

Since that I have had not only in- 
dividual electrical engineers, but na- 
tional laboratories as well, delve

Diet is a subject always old and for- 
ever new. It intrigues the imagination 
of thousands of persons and provides a 
luxurious livelihood for thousands of 
others, who become experts on the sub- 
- ject. 

Because the men and women of the 
films have wraith-like figures I am al- 
ways being asked for their diets. These 


players have established a certain stand-. 


ard of physical beauty, which the whole 
world is intent on imitating—that is, the 
world minus the Turks, who still prefer 
them fat. 

Although I have never dieted consist- 
ently, I am always meaning to do so. 


Just as I have started with a glass of. 


grape juice or a tfaw tomato, Idwal 
Jones invites me to one of his dinners 
or I go out to lunch or dinner with 
someone I happen to be interviewing 
and find myself stuffed like a Thanks- 
giving turkey and much too pleased with 
myself to care. 

I mention this personal weakness only 
because it is universal in Hollywood as 
well as other places. Any number of the 
girls in pictures talk and talk about diet- 
ing—and just don’t do it. As Glenda 
Farrell one time said to me: “I am go- 
ing on a diet tomorrow—but tomorrow 
will be today by the time I get to it.” 
Of all the picture players, she is prob- 
ably the least interested in her looks. 
She doesn’t give a hang. Her curves 
may bother other people, but not Glenda. 


Au of us have 


lived through various stampedes of 
diets. A few of them coming to mind 
at the moment include: The “No Starch” 
diet. The “Uncooked Vegetable” diet. 
The “Fruit Juice” diet. The “No Sweet” 
diet. The “Eat and Grow Thin” diet. 
The “Hollywood Ejighteen-Day” diet. 
The “Chop and Pineapple” diet. The 
“Hay” diet. 

Perhaps out of the lot, the “Holly- 
wood Ejighteen-Day” diet created the 
most controversy. Finally, it was dis- 
covered that it was pretty dangerous 
medicine unless one had a strong consti- 
tution and*was lolling on a sofa most of 
the time.- However, it certainly gave to 
the world a flock of sylph-like figures. 

Today many of the stars are following 
the Hay diet, which was originated at 
the Hay Sanatarium.

(A _ liquid break- 
fast. no luncheon and an ample dinner is 
one form of diet. or I don’t know what 
to expect of Hollywood.)

Of course, 
more stress is laid on vege- 
tables and salads, but her 
diet also includes potatoes, lean meats 
and fowl.

May Robson, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
featured player, has to say about diet at 
the age of 70. 

“Simple foods, prepared in the sim 
lest possible manner. lots of fresh fruits 
and vegetables—these are the main things 
to be remembered in any diet.” 

Miss Robson is very fond of soups: 
these she believes cort*'ns the vitemins 
of an entire meal. She saves all the 
water the vegetables are cooked in anc 
uses this as the foundation broth for he: 
soups. 

“Most people make the mistake of eat 
ing too much,” Miss Robson declares 
“Diets should be well planned to con 
tain all the varied nourishment necessar: 
to health. so that a small amount wil! 
sufhice. There is more harm done by 
over-eating than under-eating. 

“Leafy vegetables and fruits should be 
the bulk of a diet. Meats—roasts espe 
cially—are not necessary more than tw 
or three times a week Greasy things 
such as fried foods and pastries. should 
be eliminated entirely Milk is a neces 
sary part of the diet and should be ir 
dulged in often to keep the teeth and 
bones in good condition.” 

Miss Robson has marvelous health and 
vitality, and at 70 looks no more than 5% 


Helen Broderick admits that she could 
easily become too fat. “I am continually 
on the lookout for that magic circle 
around the waistline,” she says. “When- 
ever I find my weight over 129 pounds 
I go on liquids for a day, and then. by 
eating lightly for a day or two after 
this, I succeed in unloading the un- 
wanted pound or two. I always try to 
eat moderately and my diet consists 
mostly of salads, fruits and vegetables as 
well as lean meats and chicken. I don't 
like desserts, thank heaven 
“When I first went before the cam- 
era I lost pounds. by worrying— 
worrying about how I looked, 
how my voice would sound, 
about getting too fat—and 
that helped take fat off.”

When 
she diets seriously. she sticks to a menu 
of salads. with a cup of tea twice each 
day. lots of water, no sweets. no starches 
and meat only once each week. Recently, 
she has taken off 10 pounds by means of 
this system.

For dinner she has a thin soup. vege- 
table salad. varied with tomatoes. lettuce 
raw carrots and with mineral ol dress- 
ing For meats. she has lamb chops 
fish or rare steak.

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‘A Well-Dressed Woman Picks Materials

TUDY your- 
selves, find 


out what colors and materials are most 
becoming to you and what lines you can 
wear best.” 

This was the pithy advice given by 
Travis Banton when he spoke to a group 
of women at a club here a few days ago. 
Banton, as you no doubt know, is one 
of Hollywood’s ace designers. He is un- 
der contract to Paramount, where he de- 
signs for such stars as Claudette Colbert, 
Carole Lombard and Marlene Dietrich 
the clothes which make the fashion 
world sit up and take notice. 

“Women should consider themselves 
as individuals, not as types,” said Banton. 
“When a woman decides that she is a 
type—let’s say the siren or the cuddly 
type—and dresses accordingly, she is apt 
to make a sad mistake. Throw away all 
your preconceived ideas as to what you 
should wear and begin anew.” 

He made a fervent.plea for suitable 
dressing. For instance, NOT wearing 
sport shoes with an afternoon frock or a 
dress hat with a sports outfit; you see 
such things even in these days when 
women are more fashion-conscious than 
ever. And you're right, Mr. Banton; it 
is to be deplored. He remarked that a 
dress worn out of place, no matter how 
beautiful the design or material, is a bad 
dress. 


A NOTHER habit 


which annoys’ Banton considerably is 
dancing in evening dresses with trains. 
The train, he said,-is “as useless as two 
tails on a dog, and furthermore, most 
women do not know how to handle 
trains anyway. They grab them up off 
the floor, when they start to dance, in 
such a way as to throw the whole dress 
out of balance and show the figure off 
at its worst. Trains are not meant for 
dancing in hotels and cafes, but should 
only be worn on the most formal occa- 
sions. And if you must wear one, prac- 
tice in front of your full length mirror 
so that you can handle a train properly.” 

Banton is not concerned over the Paris 
versus Hollywood argument. He doesn’t 
believe that Hollywood is the greatest 
influence in the fashion world, but he 
does believe that Hollywood has more 
opportunity to influence fashions because 
it has the greatest show window in the 
world, motion pictures. 

He suggests that motion picture styles 
be taken with a large grain of discretion. 
Just because your friends have all told 
you: “You look exactly like Carole 
Lombard,” don't copy your clothes after 
the ones she wears in a picture. For 
her clothes may have been designed to 
type her. That is, if she is to play the 
part of a very young and innocent girl, 
her clothes would be entirely different

She is given a chance at last 
to desert the goody-goody roles which have 
been her lot for so long, and play an emo- 
tional comedy part which calls upon the 
histrionic ability known to be the main 
stock in trade of the Bennett family for 
some seven generations. In this odd mix- 
ture of downright melodrama and out and 
out farce, Mr. Raft plays the “rubber-stamp” 
polished, tough guy with the heart of gold, 
which quality has made him such a menace 
to the contentment of American homes. In- 
cidentally, he gives the best performance of 
his career to date in this picture. 

Here we have an up-to-the-minute “Tam- 
ing of the Shrew” rendered in true um 
Shakespearean style. The sterling Mr. Wal- 
ter Connolly poses as a millionaire whose 
crazy family ‘gets in his hair so much that 
he prefers to “go to Atlanta” rather than 
put up with their front page antics longer. 
The apparent good sense of Mr. Connolly in 
his decision “to get away from it all,” is 
somewhat marred by. the fact that he chooses 
as his hotel the federal penitentiary, where 
he is booked as an income tax violator. Here 
he meets public enemy Raft who signed the 
regisjer on the same premise. The strange 
friendship between the two is terminated 
when both are released, Mr. Connolly by 
death and Mr. Raft by Uncle Sam, but not 
before the former has appointed the latter 
sole trustee of his fortune and family. 

Complications naturally ensue when the 
virile Mr. Raft tries to bring dizzy Billie 
Burke, spoiled Joan Bennett and crazy 
James Blakely in line. Then Miss Bennett 
allows herself to be kidnaped by such des- 
perados as Mr. Llovd Nolan, Mr. Donald 
Meek and company, old and unregenerated 
associates of Mr. Raft, all through the blun- 
dering efforts of Mr. Wallace Ford, ag the 
dumb fall-guy, who gets bumped off for his 
pains. The whole winds up in a super-epic 
Kevstone chase which is far more exciting 
and hilarious than it sounds. Further credit 
must go to Alan Mowbray in the part of a 
scenery-chewing, fortune-hunting actor, and 
to Director Tay Garnett, who has given one 
of the gavest melodramatic comedies ever 
turned out by Columbia.
